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Injunction issued 


on gravel operation 


A court injunction has been 
issued, stopping a gravel 
operation on the Wilmington - 
Billerica line. Leonard Caporale 
of Billerica had been removing 
gravel from the site of the old 
Shawsheen Pines Airport. Some 
of the gravel operation took place 
in Wilmington, but most of it was 
in Billerica 

The state Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) ‘entered the case last 
week, On Friday, an injunction 


was issued in Suffolk Superior 
Court, barring further work on 
the site. The site includes 
wetlands, protected by Chapter 
131, Section 40 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts 

Wilmington officials have 
launched a four-point action 
against Caporale, charging him 
with violations of the Wetlands 
Protection Act, the town zoning 
by-laws, town’ gravel removal 
laws, and also with working on 
town-owned land.

The contractor, P. Gioso, said 
that he has not bought any gravel 
at all from the gravel operator in 
question. He also has receipts to 
show that his gravel came from a 
legitimate operation. 


Abuttor seeks to buy 
one of ‘scattered sites’

Thomas Rousell wants to buy 
some land. Not just any land 
though. He wants to buy several 

rcels of town-owned land near 

Paddock’ Street home, one of 
which had been chosen as a 
possible site for the controversial 
HUD subsidized low and 
moderate income housing. 

Rousell, an attorney, recently 
sent a letter to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski listing the 
parcels he wanted and stating 
that according to Chapter 3 
Section 13 of the town bylaws he 
has a right to purchase that land. 

Stapezynski read the letter to 
the selectmen Monday, who 
decided to check with town 
counsel to see whether Rousell 
does indeed have a right to buy 
the land, The board algo wants to 
find out what Rousell’s interest in 
the property is. 

According to Rousell, the 
parcels he has requested to buy 
were included in the orjginal deed 
to his property. He explained that 
around 1934, the land, including 
the parcels he is trying to obtain,

was purchased by a woman 
whose identity is unknown to him. 
She died a short time later, and 
part of her land was taken for 
taxes. From the time of her death 
until Rousell purchased the 
property in 1973, several other 
parcels of the original ap- 
proximately 10 acre lot had also 
been taken for taxes and only two 
and one half acres remained. 

He said he has wanted to 
purchase the parcels of land and 
restore the deed to its original 
state for some time now, but 
never figured the town would 
want to use the land since a’ good 
deal of it is wetlands, so he never 
pushed to get it back. Then, when 
“Berkshire came up and wanted 
to build on one of the lots, it 
shocked me,"’ he said “because I 
had no idea they were attempting 
to build.” 

That's when, he said, he knew 
he could not ‘wait any longer to 
obtain the land. He said his 
feelings about low and moderate 
income housing being built in the 
area have nothing to do with his 
decision to buy the land. .Ac- 
cording to Rousell, when he first 
heard about the attempt to put 
housing on the lot, he decided to 
leave it in thé hands of the 
townspeople. If they wanted it, he 
said, “I was ready to accept 
that.” 

When the town voted against 
such housing, he decided to try to 
restore the original deed as 
previously planned. 

Rousell said he does not expect 
to have any trouble obtaining the 
land because it was in the original 
deed and because, he said, “it's 
just generally done.”

Gasoline storage increased

Monday night was permit night 
for the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen. 

The board first granted a 
permit to Fred Rubin of Fred's 
Service Center to store 18,000 
gallons of gasoline, 4,000 gallons 
more than he was allowed on his 
original permit. According to 
Rubin and Fire Chief Wandell, he 
has been storing this additional 
4,000 gallons illegally for some 
time. 

Rubin, whose original permit 
allowed him to store 14,000 
gallons of gasoline, 9,000 gallons 
of range oil, and 24,000 gallons of 
fuel oil, requested a permit for 
24,000 gallons of gasoline storage 
in order to sell unleaded and high 
test gas. The selectmen granted 
him only 18,000 gallons however, 
because Rubin was unsure 
whether the tanks he owns for 
range and fuel oil storage that he 
was not using were still safe for 
storage 

Due to lack of funds, Rubin is 
unable to have the tanks tested 
for safety. As soon as he can, he 
assured the selectmen, he will 
have the tanks tested. If they are 
unsafe they will have to be 
removed, and he would like to 
replace two 4,000 gallon tanks 
with a 10,000 gallon tank. 

Chairman of the Conservation 
Commission Chester Bruce said 
before Rubin can install a 10,000 
gallon tank he must have an 
engineer locate the septic system 
and all other underground tanks. 
The proximity of his station to a 
brook may also pose a problem 
for Rubin in the future. 

Elizabeth D. Woods, daughter 
of Selectman Imbimbo and Scott 
Bruce, son of Chester Bruce, both 
received permits to sell ice cream 
and other assorted snacks from

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Disposal plant needs more rubbish

‘There's not enough trash. 
That's what John Phillips, 
spokesman for the Northeast 
Solid Waste committee 
(NESWC), told the Board of 

Selectmen Monday, May 23. 
According to Phillips, only 740 
of the 900 tons per day required 
for the waste disposal plant have 
been committed at this time. With 
the June 30 deadline rapidly 
approaching, UOP, the company 
responsible for the construction of 
the plant, has offered to subsidize 
the project for the additional 
tonnage until other communities 
or private haulers are able to do 
80. This way, he said, they will be 
able to meet the June 30 deadline 
and keep the tipping fee, the cost 
to the communities for the 
disposal of waste, as low as it 
would have been if the 900 tons 


per day had been committed. 

In order for UOP to step in, 
however, each of the NESWC 
communities must sign an 
amendment to the original 
contract, Phillips explained. This 
amendment not only permits 
UOP to subsidize the project, but 
also allows an additional 30 days 
after June 30 for financing the 
project. Phillips said this ex- 
tension would allow UOP to take 
advantage of the low interest 
rates anticipated for the next few 
months. 

The amendment also includes 
an agreement by the NESWC 
communities to share equally 
energy revenues of tonnage above 
the 900 tons per day quota. 
Phillips explained this would 
serve as an enticement for UOP 
to operate the plant at higher 
levels and would lower tipping

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What Chisanbop?

Chisanbop is a system designed to 
teach children arithmetic — 
painlessly. It has been causing 
mmotion in math education cir 
cles for several years. One reason 
for this is that in Chisanbop the 
student is expected to do his math on 
his fingers. 


That’s right. Chisanbop (a 
registered trademark) is Korean for 
“finger calculation method,” and its 
supporters claim it’s an easy, ef 
fective way to teach basic arith- 
metic functions. 


In Chisanbop, the fingers on the 
right hand each represent ones. The 
thumb equals 5. The fingers on the 
left hand represent tens, and the 
thumb is worth 50. Using all your 
fingers and thumbs, you can count 
up to99, 


You record a number by simply 
touching the appropriate fingers on 
the table. To add, record the first 
number on your hands, then count 
up to the second number. This gives 
you the sum. If the sum is larger 
than 99, you must record it on paper. 
To subtract, just reverse the 
process. 


Hang Young Pai, creator of 
Chisanbop, claims that by following 
his rules ix is also possible to do 
subtraction, multiplication, and 
division. He also says that by using 
this method students gain a better 
understanding of these math func. 
tions. They learn more easily 
because using conérete objects 
the fingers — helps resolve the 
abstraction of math concepts 


Chisanbop was presented several 
years ago at the annual conference 
of the National Council of Teachers 
of,-Mathematics in San Diego. It 
created quite a stir. Educators were 
promised glowing results, but saw 
very little proof

speed and accuracy in solving 
problems. But the general reaction 
of educators was skepticism — a 
wait-and-see attitude. 


Since that time Chisanbop has 
received mixed reviews after being 
tried in various school systems 
across the country. The Mount 
Vernon, N.Y., schools were the first 
to try it. They are now phasing the 
system out entirely 


Says an administrator who doesn't 
want her name used: “It's just not 
working out.”” 


In the Newark, N.J., public 
schools, where about 25 percent of 
the students are now being taught 
Chisanbop, they're planning .to 
broaden the program to make it 
available in all the schools. 


Joanne Harz, basic skills super- 
visor, finds the system useful with 
all types of students — from slow 
learners to gifted children. She says 
it’s an additional tool, providing help 
for the. students who have trouble 


with conventional math instruction. 
It's used as a supplemental program 
in kindergarten through Grade 3, 
with about 10 minutes a day spent on 
drills. ‘ 


In Woodridge, Ill., the system is 
used as an enrichment program with 
gifted children in Grades | through 
6. Now in its fourth year, the 
program has been very successful, 
as it helps reinforce math skills, 
educators there claim 


The public school system in 
Shawnee Mission, Kan., tried a pilot 
program in one of the schools in 1979. 
At the end of the year it was found 
that the first-graders could add 
large numbers easily. But they did 
not know basic number facts. ‘They 
could not add numbers in their 
heads. The program was dropped 


The views of individual educators 
also vary widely. Paula Platter of 
Southeastern Oklahoma University 
in Durant taught the method to

“People should be cautious. They 
should be skeptical,” Mr. Scholen 
said. “They should put the burden on 
these companies to prove that they 
are going to do what they say. 
Everyone realizes that the first 


If the Fouratt and American 
Homestead programs are suc- 
cessful, he added, they will likely be 
joined by several other firms, in- 
cluding some that may not be 
completely legitimate. “Where 
there is a great opportunity, there is 
great risk.” 

To help people find out about 
equity conversion programs, Mr. 
Scholen’s organization is trying to 
develop a national clearinghouse of 
information and evaluations, which 
would keep records of each firm's 
products and performance. 

“People should talk to their 
banker, tax consultant, and lawyer 
before getting into a program like 
this," Mr. Henry added. “They 
aren't for everybody" 

“But there are a lot of people in 
desperate shape who can use 
something like this. They're not 
starving, but they're. not com- 
fortable. Many see no sense in 
having that equity sitting around 
doing nothing for them."”

Coping with tension 


Tension is part of family life 
Much of it is due to the different, 
sometimes conflicting, needs family 
members experience as they pass 
through the stages of the life cycle 
All must struggle with their own 
needs for growth and individually 
while, at the same time, adjusting to 
the needs of other family members. 
Helping people understand some 
common changing needs within 
families is the goal of this series of 
articles prepared in cooperation 
with McLean Hospital, Belmont, for 
May, Mental Health Month. 

As Family Members Grow Old 

During the later stages of the life 
cyele, people continue to need a 
sense of independence and in 
dividuality. For the older person, 
satisfying these needs can be dif 
ficult because of the changes that 
characterize the later years; among 
them, retirement, declining health, 
and loss of loved ones. 

Among the many changes 
marking these years, retirement 
and illness have a significant impact 
on a person's sense of identity and 
self-worth. And both require major 
adjustments by other family 
members as well. 

Retirement means the end of a job 
that has filled many years, and, for 
most, a decreased income and 
perhaps a move to smaller quarters. 
According to Dr. Steven Mirin, a 
psychiatrist at McLean Hospital, the 
psychological aspects of retirement 
are a major importance. For many 
people, work has been a major 
source of self-esteem, identity and 
human contact. If the job alone 
provided these rewards, other 
solirces of gratification must be 
found after retirement; otherwise, 
the retiree can be left feeling useless 
and alone. 

Since the newly retired person no

longer goes ott to work every day, 
the spouse must make adjustments 
as well. She may have to reschedule 
her day and attempt to integrate her 
husband into the regular workings of 
the home, perhaps allowing him to 
take on the grocery shopping or 
laundry chores. 

Dr. Mirin feels that retirement is a 
change that can be anticipated; by 
preparing and planning ahead, 
people can adjust more com 
fortably” If, earlier in their lives, 
spouses have developed separate or 
mutual interests, these help in the 
adjustment process, If not, the 
challenge is to find new activities 
they can enjoy separately or 
together. 

Since illness becomes more likely 
during the later years, it's also 
helpful if family members think 
ahead to the adjustments it may 
require. In the absence of emotional 
support, an elderly person may 
regard the prospect of declining 
health and increasing dependency 
on others with fear and a growing 
sense of worthlessness. The loss of 
friends and loved ones can add to an 
older person's despair 

Depression, for reasons like these, 
is a major problem among the 
elderly, according to Dr. Benjamin 


Liptzin, Director of McLean's 
Outpatient Program for Older 
Adults, It is often masked by 


medical problems, or it may be 
chalked up to the “slowing down"” of 
old age. But depression’ can be 
treated successfully among the 
elderly, and it should not be written 
off as a normal part of aging, adds 
Dr, Liptzin 

Another problem among the 
elderly is senile dementia, a 


debilitating syndrome of confusion 
and memory loss, which afflicts 25 
percent of people over the age of 85.

Avoid drunk 
driving dangers 


There may be nothing more tragic than a 
death caused by a drunk driving accident. Un- 
fortunately, it is a tragedy which occurs all too 
often. Recent studies show that alcohol is a 
factor in approximately 50 percent of all high: 
way deaths. To protect yourself from becoming a 
drunk driving fatality, Liberty Mutual Insurance 
Company suggests you follow these guidelines. 

First and foremost, if you drink, don't drive. 
Period. Even one of two alcoholic drinks within 
an hour before driving can affect your reflexes 
and impair your reaction time. If you do 
overindulge, find some way to get out of driving

The 
important thing is to know your limit and stick to 
it 

When you're driving, watch out for drivers 
who don't know their limit so you can stay out of 
their path.

Jerky starts or stops. 

Abrupt changes in speed 

Driving too close to the shoulder or curb or 
straddling the centerline, =

Driving with windows down in cold weather or 
driving with head partly or completely out the 
window 

If you do see someone driving in an unusual 
manner, the best protection you can take is to 
drive defensively.

Stricter laws may eventually help 
to discourage young drinkers from 
driving. Currently, the 
Massachusetts Senate is considering 
a bill that would provide increased 
enforcement, swift adjudication, 
license suspension, escalated 
penalties, public education on 
alcohol abuse, and’ alcohol-abusé 
treatment. Governor Edward King 
favors stiffer penalties for drinking 
drivers and mandatory 
minimum sentences for multiple 
offenders.

solution. Young drinkers are ad- 
vised instead to call a parent, a 
friend, a neighbor, or a cab for a ride 
home. Or. if the party is private, the 
drinker could stay overnight. Says 
Dr. Masland: “Any parent would 
prefer that his or her teenager spend 
the night elsewhere when in 
toxicated than risk lives while trying 
todrive home.” 

Alcohol-related accidents among 
teens are just part of the greater 
problem of adolescent drinking, 
according to Dr. Masland. It is 
drinking — in fact, drunkenness 
among adolescents that has 
physicians, child psychologists, 
schools, families, and law enforcers 
worried. ‘In the early 70's, parents 
were terrified of their children’s 
drug use and were saying, “Why 
can't they just drink?’ To our 
dismay, that is exactly what has 
happened. While drug use has begun 
to decline, alcohol use and abuse is 
increasing dramatically, especially 
among younger adolescents.” 

Dr. Masland feels that alcohol 
abuse is the same type of social 
problem as drug abuse, and that 
abusers tend to exhibit the same 
personality traits, In the Adolescent 
Unit of Children’s Hospitat 
clinicians report four basic patterns 
of substance use: the ex. 
perimenters, the copers, the social 
conformers, and the medicaters, 

The experimenters tend to be 
younger teens who are curious, 
eager to become “‘adult,"" and seek a 
thrill. The copers use drugs to cope 
with stress and tend to be middle 
teenaged and older

Bell Labs: 


By CHARLES C. RYAN 


MURRAY HILL, NJ. — If you 
are one of those people who has to 
set your watch 15 minutes ahead so 
you won't be late for appointments, 
you don't want to hear the latest 
news from Bell Laboratories, which 
has just announced a new way to 
measure time. 

The new device, which measures 
moments as short as 30 fem- 
toseconds, or the length of time it 
takes a burst of laser light to cross 
one-third the width of a human hair, 
will allow scientists to examine 
fundamental changes in nature at 
the sub-atomic level. (To grasp just 
how short a femtosecond is, a beam 
of laser light can bounce off the 
moon and return in one second. A 
femtosecond is a millionth of a 
billionth of a second.) 

Working at what many consider 
to be one of the best pure research 
labs in the country, Bell Lab 
scientists have won more than their 
share of Nobel Prizes and certainly 
done their share to make life more 
interesting. 

Bell Labs developed “‘talkies”’ in 
1927, first introduced with “The 
Jazz Singer,” starring Al Jolson, 
only a year after it managed to 
provide film soundtracks. 

Most of what the scientists at Bell 
Labs work on is eventually in- 
tegrated into telephone, or now 
telecommunications, equipment. 
But it doesn't end there. Many 
scientists and technicians at the 
labs in Murray Hill, N.J., and other 
locations are given {ree reign to 
follow their ideas wherever they 
will lead. Practical applications 
come later, if at all 

It's called pure research and 
without pure, or theoretical 
research, there would be few in 
ventions. 

At Murray Hill, for instance, 
there are 800 different research 
rooms 


Computer animation 


In one such room, senior 
technical assistant Sandy Rassler 
plays with the controls of a DEC 
computer modified to allow ‘‘real 
time,'' three-dimensional 
animation. The computer performs 
200 to 300 matrix operations per 
second in order to provide a moving 
image which responds in- 
stantaneously to any given com- 
mand. 

It took four persons two to three 
years to develop the hardware. Hall 
Alles designed the animation 
imager, Carl Christenson created 
the software and Rassler, who has a 
master's in fine arts, has been given 
the task to ‘‘push to see what can be 
displayed in real time. 

“We're pushing the state of art in 
computer graphics,” he explains, 
demonstrating the three dimen- 
sional effects of a homegrown Star 
Wars X-wing fighter, a Unimation 
Puma robot and a block figure 
created to implement choreography 
as each is put through its paces. 

Rassler muses that the program 
will eventually be reduced to a 
fingernail-sized chip which could be 
put in most home or school com- 
puters and used for a variety of 
purposes — such as the teaching of 
Amslan (American Sign Language) 
to the deaf and dumb, another 
animation sequence already 
programmed into the computer. 

The animation potential of the 
computer would make Walt Disney 
Studios green with envy.

Video conferences 


In another room at Bell Labs, 
Gene Payne demonstrates a video 
conference system which Bell will 
be marketing in 1983. 

Using computer-controlied and 
voice-actuated cameras, video 
monitors (just like a regular 
television set) and other 
telecommunications devices, the 
system will allow business 
executives in Boston to hold regular 
conferences with their colleagues in 
San Francisco without ever having 
to leave the office. 

The potential cost savings for 
major corporations and govern- 
ment will be enormous when the 
cost for such a video conference 
system is compared with flying 
employees across the country and 
putting them up in hotels to conduct 
the same business they will soon be 
able to conduct ‘face to face” via 
microwave satellite transmissions. 

In addition to selling complete 
systems to major corporations, 
smaller firms would also be able to 
lease time on centrally located Bell 
facilities. In fact, for the last year 
or so, just such an experimental 
system was on-line between Boston 
and nearly a dozen other major 
cities, 


Fiber optics 


A small semi-conductor laser 
diode the size of a grain of salt 
blinks off and on 45 million times a 
second, causing pulses of near in- 
frared light to race down a flexible 
glass fiber carrying 12 times as 
many conversations as a con. 
ventional telephone wire. 

A one-meter-long hollow glass 
tube is heated and chemically 
treated and then drawn off into 15 
kilometers of fine spun fiber optic 
“wire.” 

Old-fashioned copper and 
aluminum and other metals are on 
the way out. 

Communications in the future will 
ride photons, rather than electrons 
and, in such places as undersea 
cables, cost only one-fifth as much 
to install as conventional cable and 
be considerably cheaper to operate. 

Fiber optics have come of age, 
according to John Williams at Bell 
Labs. 

In addition to weight, cost and 
efficiency savings, fiber optics will 
allow signals to be sent with much 
less power and little interference, 
as the glass-spun optical fiber is 
immune to electromagnetic in- 
terference. 

None of it has been simple — 
finding the right kind of glass, 
learning how to treat it so it 
becomes almost perfectly clear, 
spinning it-out into a fine wire near 
the thickness of a human hair, 
experimenting with switching 
devices and low-power lasers and 
finding the correct frequencies or 
wavelengths for carrying signals 

All of these tasks have provided 
grist for the scientific mills at Bell 
Labs. 

Now, the fibers are replacing old 
wire cables with plans afoot to in- 
stall a fiber optic transmission line 
in the northeast corridor between 
Washington and Boston. A test is 
also planned to lay a fiber optic 
cable in the Caribbean as a prelude 
to installing new lines across the 
Atlantic. 

The net result of all these labors 
will make speaking to someone in 
Peking just as easy as calling your 
neighbor around the corner. It will

Mighty microchips 


The acronym VLSI doesn't mean 
much to most people, but to those in 
the computer industry, VLSI (Very 
Large Scale Integration) is the 
wave of the future — a future which 
has, in many instances, already 
arrived 
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In a specially equipped vin 
room,” Bell Labs manufactures its 
own microchips, tiny silicon in 
tegrated circuits the size of a 
fingernail which contain as much 
computing power as used to fill 
several large rooms only two 
decades ago. 

On a three-inch-diameter silicon 
wafer, special etching processes 
carve 100 tiny chips, ranging from 
the simple 4-bit microprocessors of 
many inexpensive home computers 
to the 32-bit chip William Schaeffer 
proudly displayed to a group of 
visiting newspersons earlier this 
month. 

“Everyone says watch out for the 
Japanese. They'll be coming out 
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with 32-bit chips. Well, we've 
already got them,” he explains, 
holding out 100 such chips on a 
three-inch wafer for all to examine. 

In one sense it is fitting that Bell 
Laboratories fs at the cutting edge 
of computer technology, since their 
creation of the transistor in 1947 is 
what made computers possible in 
the first place. 

Theoretically, making a 
microchip is easy — it follows a 
reverse of the process your camera 
film goes through when you have a 
print blown up from a tiny negative

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Retired Men's Club 


On Wednesday, May 12, the 
Retired Men’s Club of Wakefield and 
vicinity took a trip to the Owls Head 
Transportation Museum, Owls 
Head, Maine via the audio-visual 
presentation of club member 
Lawrence C. Shaw of Melrose. Tom 
Coughlan, Program Chairman in- 
troduced Mr. Shaw as a talented 
member of several camera clubs. 
He is also a member of the Melrose 
Retired Men. 


Mr. Shaw gave a short history of 
the Museum which is housed in a 
building at the Knox County Airport, 
two miles south of Rockland on 
Route 73, The enclosed exhibit area 
contains 34,000 sq. ft. and is open 
Monday through Friday, November 
through April. It is open seven days 
a week May through October and 
demonstrations on most weekends, 
weather permitting. 

Mr. Shaw had an ample supply of 
brochures and schedules of special 
events. The brochure cover picture 
is a product of Mr. Shaw's excellent 
photography. From the brochure we 
learn that ‘the museum has one of 
the finest collections of antique 
aircraft, automobiles and engines on 
the Eastern Seaboard. Take a 
hundred-year journey through the 
evolution of transportation, from 
horse-drawn carriages to World War 
I fighter planes; from a 16-cylinder 
Cadillac to a Rolls Royce; from the 
Red Baron's Fokker Triplane to a 
Ford Trimotor. 


See the Energy Exhibit, with the 
100-ton Corliss Steam Engine, 
surrounded by other landmark in- 
ternal and external combustion 
engines and machinery 

Hear the putter of a one-cylinder 
Oldsmobile, the hiss of a Stanley 
Steamer, the whistling wires of a 
1912 Curtiss Pusher. See and hear 
old aeroplanes fly, antique cars run, 
ancient engines turn their heavy 
flywheels or ride in a Model T Ford. 
On many weekends you can watch, 


hear and smell these historical 
transportation pieces running like 
they did decades ago. 

‘The opening slides were air-views 
of the approach to the site that Mr. 
Shaw made while flying in on the 
occasion of an old car Rally Day. As 
several old planes were also in the 
air, the sounds could be heard on the 
tape that provided background for 
the slides, which enhanced the show. 

A 1926 snowmobile was a novel 
item. The front wheels of a sedan 
were replaced by skis and extra 
wheels added in the rear to improve 
traction of the caterpillar-like 
treads. 

All engines on display are not in 
vehicles, such as an 1895 Corliss 
Steam Engine of 85 ton, with a 
sixteen-foot flywheel weighing 20 
ton. It develops 600 HP at 75 RPM. 

Some of the smaller engines are 
put to practical use while on 
demonstration, such as sawing and 
splitting logs for firewood. At day's 
end the demonstrator drives home 
with a truckload ready for burning. 

‘A two-cylinder air-cooled engine 
under an old Maytag washer with an 
attachment to grind meat or using 
the agitator to churn butter. 

A ‘Down East Yankee’ was busy 
making ice cream with a line of 
customers waiting for the next 
batch. 

‘On occasion the Wheelmen appear 
on their high-wheelers, circa 1880. 
The museum owns a high-wheeler 
with a specially adapted pedal 
arrangement that permits the rider 
to have kriees over the handlebars, 
thus preventing injury in the event 
of a sudden stop. 

Most of the antique planes are 
replicas, as there are no originals 
left. They have been faithfully 
reconstructed from old plans and 
photos. Nevertheless, they all can be 
flown. One of the more interesting, 
was built in California and flown to 
Owls Head in 1980, The trip took 51 
hours at an average altitude of 500

The 
Internal Revenue Service also 
claims more than 9 million non 
corporation proprietorships, of 
which some untold percentage r

The phenomenon is hard to 
number, Mr. Jonovic says, because 
it’s largely a “state of mind.” Ex 
perts see a growing spirit of en- 
trepreneurship in this country, but 
Mr. Jonovic points out that a small 
or a new business is not the same as 
a family business. 

“The average life span of a firm is 
roughly the working span of its 
founder in this country — 24 to 26 
years," he says, adding that a 
family business should stretch 
beyond this. That they do not suc 
ceed their founders is owed largely, 
he believes, to “'time bombs planted 
by the owner at the beginning. It 
becomes his baby, and nobody can 
tell him what to do, or make him let 
g0. 

He gives an example: “I met an

Get receipt for warranty work 


By Debbie Doncov 


Q. Two months ago I had my 
refrigerator serviced under 
warranty. It was only eleven months 
old. The service technician told me 
that a defrost timer had to be in 
stalled. The travel, labor. diagnostic 
charge and the part were all in 
cluded within the warranty. Since I 
did not pay anything for the s 
it never occurred to me to as 
service receipt 

Now that my refrigerator is 
thirteen months old, I have been told 
by a service technician that another 
defrost timer is needed! I have had 
to pay for this technician's 
diagnostic charge and travel since 
the refrigerator is one month beyond 
warranty. I do not feel that I should 
have had to pay for this second 
defrost timer since the identical 
problem happened only two months 
ago. What can I do” 

A. Before you can get any results 
from your complaint, you need to get 
a service receipt for the in-warranty 
service done on your refrigerator 
Since you had service performed on 
your refrigerator very recently, call 
the technician and ask for a receipt 
itemizing exactly what was done 
Even though there was no charge for 
the service when your refrigerator 
was under warranty, you need 
documentation that service was 
actually performed during 
warranty, and the identical problem 
has recurred 

If you are unsuccessful in ob- 
taining a service receipt {rom your 


technician, write to jhe manufac 
turer. You will find the name and 
address in the use-and-care manual 
Since the manufacturer reimburses 
the service technician for in 
warranty service, the manufacturer 
should have a record of the service 
performed on your refrigerator. 

Give the name, address and 
telephone number of the service 
technician and the date or dates that 
service was performed. Give the 
purchase date, model number and 
purchase price of your appliance to 
the manufacturer 

If you are unable to obtain a 
service receipt from the 
manufacturer, write to the Major 
Appliance Consumer Action Panel 
(MACAP), 20 N. Wacker Drive. 
Chicago, II]. 60606, telephone — ‘cali 
collect, 312-236-3165 

MACAP is comprised of consumer 
representatives who receive and act 
‘on complaints on major household 
appliances which have not been 
resolved by the local dealer or 
manufacturer. 

MACAP has recommended to the 
appliance industry that if a con: 
sumer can show documentation that 
a. problem occurred within the 
warranty and recurs within a very 
short period of time. the 
manufacturer should take care of 
the problem as if it had been still 
under warranty. The MACAP Panel 
has also recommended that service 
receipts be provided to consumers 
for all in-warranty service calls.

According to Wheaton College 
Assistant Professor of Psychology 
Allyssa McCabe, the problem is 
probably not that your child doesn’t 
want to talk to you, but instead that 
asking a child a question such as 
“How was school?" inhibits rather 
than encourages that child to talk 
about his or her experiences. Mc 
Cabe's research shows that a child is 
more likely to respond if the adult 
first describes a personal childhood 
incident, common enough to be part 
of almost every child's experience.

“After this scenario was replayed 
several times, researchers decided 
that the experimentorhimselfmsut 
be the problem.

Then 
they put the child with another child 
close to his age, and lo and behold.

After listening to the way in which 
the two children related to one 
another, researchers concluded that 
it wasn't the personalitis of the 
experimentors that were inhibiting 
the child, but rather the method that 
they were using to encourage the

In 1974, McCabe and Carole 
Menig-Peterson at the time an 
assistant psychology professor at 
Oberlin College in Ohio, began 


research to determine the best way 
to encourage children to show their 
individual levels of language 
development. The results of their 
seven years worth of experiments 
with children ages 3!» to 9'» will be 
published later this year in a book 
entitled “Three Ways of Looking at a 
Child's Narrative: A 
Psycholinguistic Analysis 
“Basically, we found that children 
talked the most in a natural setting 
about their own experiences, with 
someone they knew," McCabe said 
McCabe conducted many follow 
up experiments with the children at 
Wheaton’s Elisabeth Amen Nursery 
School. The experimentor, usually 
Wheaton psychology student who 
had been interacting regularly with 
the nursery school children, would 
take the child to one of the school’s

“Safe at home" is more than the 
call of a baseball umpire. 

If you want your family to be ‘safe 

ou must take steps to 
protect them.against the more than 
four million disabling injuries and 
27,000 deaths which occur annually 
in the sodalled “safety of the 
home." 

The “freak accident” usually is 
not all that unusual, It most likely 
has happened before, in other 
homes, and often could have been 
prevented, the Middlesex South 
District medical society points out 

Each person should appoint 
himself a committee of one to do 
something about safety hazards in 
the home. Better yet, make it a full 
family affair 

The Middlesex South District of 
the Mass. Medical Society offers the 
following tips on preventing some of 
the most common home accidents 

DROWNING Deaths from 
drowning occur in home swimming 
pools, bathtubs,washtubs and ponds 
Pools should b&@ecurely fenced, and 
reliable adults should be present 
when the pool is in use. Poles, ropes 
and life preservers should be readily 
available 

Young children must not be left 
alone in the bathtub or washtub even 
for short periods of time. 

BURNS — Boiling or very hot 
water on the stove or in the laundry 
is a common cause of injury and 
even death to children 

When cooking, always tum the 
handles of pots and pans away from 
the, edge of the stove so that they 
can't be grasped {rom below by an 
inquisitive toddler. 

LAWN MOWERS—POWER 
TOOLS — Extreme caution with 
power lawnmowers and other power 
gardening tools is important to 
safety. In addition to the danger 
from the whirling blades, stones and

objects can be thrown with lethal 
force. 

Search the lawn carefully for 
rocks, bolts and other such objects 
before mowing. Power mowers 
should not be operated by children 

FALLS — Falls produce almost 
half of all home deaths. More than 90 
percent occur in adults over 45 years 
of age, and fully two-thirds of the 
total are accounted for by people 75 
years old and over. Less than 5 
percent of the fatal home falls are 
sustained by children under 14 

To reduce the risk of falling, 
arrange furniture so that clear path- 
ways exist between doors. Start a 
family pickup campaign, including 
tays, shoes, newspapers and general 
jitter. 

Use solid ladders or step stools, 
not chairs, for climbing. Light up 
dark and shadowy areas and salt icy 
walks and steps in winter

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playrooms. To minimize the child’s 

natural anxiety at being removed 
from his playmates and placed in a 
“test'” situation, the experimentor 
set out paper and paints for the child 
to use. Next, the experimentor 
described a personal experience 
such as taking an animal to the vet 
or going to the doctor, common 
enough that the child could relate it 
to something he or she had ex 
perienced 

‘Almost without exception,” 
McCabe said, “the children followed 
the interviewer's story with one of 
their own. Many times, the 
children’s stories were only vaguely 
related to the original story and 
were full of ‘blood and guts.’ One 
example involved our story of taking 
a cat to the vet. This topic led a lot of 
children to talk about the deaths of 
their pets, and in some cases, the 
deaths of people they'd known. Also, 
our story of going to the doctor often 
elicited graphic descriptions of 
injuries." 

McCabe is no newcomer to the 
field of psycholinguistics. Before 
coming to Wheaton in 1980, she was a 
research assistant at the University 
of Virginia and at Oberlin College 
She has authored and co-authored 
articles for scholarly journals such 
as Omega, Developmental 
Psychology, and Resources in 
Education. McCabe also_has 
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presented papers before such groups 

the American Psychological 
Association, the Society for 
Research in Child Development and 
the Eastern Psychological 
Association. She holds an A.B 
psychology and English from 
Oberlin College, and an M.A. and 
Ph.D. in psychology from the 
University of Virginia 

What does McCabe hope the 
results of her research will ac 
complish? 

“Two things,”’ she said 
that the natural setting-stor 
method of getting children to talk 
becomes generally accepted 
throughout the research com: 
munity. Although the principles of 
this method are already in 
literature, they aren't always 
followed in actual practice. Many 
researchers keep going back to the 
artificial setting-‘inquisition 
method because it's easier and less 
time consuming for them 

“I'd also like to see school systems 
adopt the technique to facilitate 
teacher-student relations, and 
parents use it to communicate more 
effectively with their children 
Ultimately, effective com 
munication is the key to a successful 
relationship, whether that 
relationship is between ex 
perimentor and child. teacher and 
child, or parent and child 
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din high school

Years ago a college-bound 

‘Student téok a classical 
curriculum and studies Latin. As 
many as 9 out of 10 students took 
some Latin, usually the required 
two years. This trend continued 
strong until the 1960’s and '70’s 
when, according to statistics 
cited by the American Classical 
League, there was a 
catastrophic drop of 75 percent 
in Latin enrollments. 

The “me” decades and the 
onslaught of the elective system 
nearly buried Latin once and for 
all. 


Reports now indicate a ‘swing 
in the opposite direction, and if 
my school\is any indication of 
Latin’s resurrection, more 
students than in recent memory 
are studying Latin. “Lingua 
Latina reduxit,’’ the Latin 
language has returned: 

There are many good reasons 
to study Latin. When I poll my 
students about why they decided 
to take Latin, I get these 
representative answers: (1) 
Latin helps build English 
vocabulary and I'm worried 
about the SATs. (2) My parents 
want me to study Latin; they 
think it will improve my English. 
(3) I wanted to take a language

and I thought Latin would be fun. 

One would be hard pressed to 
come up with better reasons for 
studying Latin. Latin does build 
English vocabulary. More than 
50 percent of our English 
vocabulary has a Latinate root. 
Originally English had a limited 
vocabulary; it was the language 
of farmers and tradesmen. When 
medieval philosophers and 
theologians needed an expanded 
vocabulary to deal with their 
abstractions, they turned to the 
treasury of Latin words. 

Latin can improve English- 
language skills, too. Not only 
doeg. it improve English 
vocabulary, but it also gives a 
student a sense for a good, 
balanced sentence. Latin loves 
parallel structure and uses no 
extra words. 

When Latin says something, it 
is written in tight, economical 
prose. This is a virtue in writing, 
and a lesson most student 
~writers™ need “td “grasp. The 
cardinal sin among student 
writers is wordiness. English 
like Latin should have no extra 
words, just as a machine has no 
extra parts, to paraphrase E. B. 
White. 

Students, in addition, learn to 
write by reading the best writers 
and by studying good models. 
How can you improve on the 
style and argument of the an- 


cient authors? For academic 
success, indeed, for a rich and 
rewarding life, a student must 
know how to write. Latin helps. 

Latin is a good discipline. It 
teaches order, logic, and 
exercises the memory. Studies 
show that students who have 
taken three to four years of high 
school Latin tend to score 40 
points higher on the SAT exams. 
Latin, at root, is a riddle-solving 
language, and the SAT exam 
scores a student's ability to solve 
problems. 


College admissions officers 
look with favor on academic 
records which indicate some 
Latin, It often shows discipline 
and good study habits, virtues 
readily applicable to the. rigors 
of a college curriculum. 

Beyond these ancillary 
benefits, Latin is interesting and 
fun in its own right. It is worth 
learning. Studegts reed authors 
besides the traditional ones like 
Caesar and Cicero. Exciting, 
modern stories. Greek and 
Roman myths (stories that in- 
spired so much of the art, music, 
and literature of the Western 
world,) and Latin drama and 
poetry, read aloud or performed,

‘Opera’ puts you 


down hard

BOSTON — One thing about these 
plays within a play, usually, is that 
it's somelimes easy to forget that 
that’s what they are: That isn’t the 
case with “The Threepenny 
Opera,” now playing at the Charles 
Theatre through June 6. It is an 
opera that is supposedly put on by 
beggars for beggars, and its con 
sistently depressing air isn’t lost on 
its audience 

As the creepy Street Singer tells 
us at the outset, since it is a per 
formance by beggars, it has high 
ideals, but since it is for beggars, it 
is cheap, therefore the price 
three-pence — and the resulting 

‘Threepenny Opera 

A host of beggars proceeds to 
perform a rendition of Mack the 
Knife's life. complete. with thugs. 
crooked cops, whores, a naive 
young ingenue, and a beggar’s Big 
Brother — something of a union 
boss of beggars. 

Despite its oppressive effect on 
theatre-goers, “Threepenny 
Opera” still is a good show. Its 
actors and actresses are en 
thusiastic, their songs are sung 
powerfully, and the sets and 
lighting (designed by Richard 
Isackes) are first rate 

The story follows a predictable 
plot: the crook dupes the young lady 
into marrying him, the parents get 
wind of it, threaten to reveal the 
police captain's close ties with the 
crook if he doesn't arrest him, the 
crook is caught, escapes, and is 
finally turned in again when the 
authorities attack his Achilles heel 

his affinity for whores. 

What is most depressing about 
the production is the doleful way 
most of the musical numbers are 


sung. The actors are pitiable on 
stage, and some of the songs are 
extremely haunting. Even a usually 
upbeat ditty like the “Ballad of 
Mack the Knife” is sung in a slow, 
lilting, maniacal manner by the 
Street Singer ‘as played by Adam 
K 


The play itself moves fairly fast 
however, and to its credit, never 
allows its audience to take itself too 
seriously. There are some lighter 
moments, and some great per: 
formances by the main characters 

Macheath (or Mack the Knife) is 
wonderfully portrayed by Timothy 
Landfield. He is stern, cold, and 
tough, and has a magnetic presence 
on stage 


Polly Peachum, the young lady 
whom Mack woos successfully, was 
originally supposed to be portrayed 
by the original “Annie,” Andrea 
McArdle. But she flubbed up during 
rehearsals and was replaced by 
local favorite Mary Ann Plunkett 
who continued her consistently good 
acting on local stages with a won 
derful performance 


Elly Stone as Jenny, queen of the 
prostitutes, was the only one who 
bothered me, really, and that's 
probably only because I can’t stand 
her shrill singing voice 

What will prove to be a major 
highlight of the evening is the finale 

but I won't give that away. Let's 
just say it's a striking departure 
from the rest of the opera 

Threepenny Opera’ may not be 
the most upbeat show you'll ever 
see, but, then again, it wasn't meant 
to be. Taking that into con 
sideration, it's an enjoyable 
production. But don't go if you want 
an emotional lift, This one just 
wasn't made that way
